Private 
families, district schools and public 
offices are running ‘perilonsly near 
to their last shovelful, and in some 
cases hava exhausted it. Never 
before in tho history of the Oxna- 
dian West have such measures been 
necessary to husband the pittance 
of coal or wood that)means comfort. 
and even life, Never has the fuel 
famine been so widespread nor the 
country at large been in such dire

Dosides open- 
ing this land to settlers, the old 
privileges of a pre emption is grant- 
ed to every settler at the rate of 
$3 per acre. The terms of payment 
are made exceptionally rersonable 
He pays a registraticn fee on-his 
pre-emption of $10, similar to that 
pid upon his homestead and has 
no further payment to make for 
three years, when the $480 becomes 
payable in five anoual instalments 
with interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent. per annum from the date of 
this first payment. Squatters’ 
rights are protected in the new act 
so that where a man jas already 
settled upon and improved land, 
that was formerly not open for 
location, he shall have the first 
right to locate upon it under the 
new law. Such right must be ex 
ercised within six months of notice, 
his time shall count too, from time 
of cecupation. Homestead eatry 
must be perfected within 6 mouths 
by actunl occupation, failing which 
it becomes liable to cancellation, 
| Lhe minister may for sufficient 
reason extend the time for « further 
six months, but no entry shall! be 
protected beyond the 12 months, 
The substitution of stock instead of 
cultivation as one of the require- 


ments for a homesteader is now} 


done awny with. The new act 
differs from the old act by requir- 
ing the area of the farm owned by 
the homesteader within the nine 
mile radius, to be at least 80 acres 


in extent and extends the privileye | 


of residence with other members of 
the family instead of with parents 
only. Though no entry for a 
homestead conveys any richt to 
miner:.}3, he is not debarred fr>m 
entering for a homestead upon 
Jands which may have minerals un- 
derlying them. He only obtains 
surface rights which do not iuter- 
fere with miniog operations, A 
new regulation is that which allows 
reservation for all males 17 years 
of age, who live on homesteads 
with parents or guardians, 
are on theago of 18 to make ap- 
plication for entry for such land as 
a homestead and are io havo cul. 
tivated ten acres between the date 
of reservation and the date of ap 
plication, The pre-emption duties 
are residence upon the quarter sec- 
tion six months in each of six 
years subsequent to the date of 
homesteading, cultivating 50 acres 
thereon in addition to his home- 
stead requirements. Jailure on 
the part of the person who has 
pre-empted for a quarter section to 
apply for letters patent therefor 
within a period of eight years from 
the date of pre-emption shall ren- 
der his right thereto liable to for- 
feiture on the order of the minister 
for the benefit of old settlers. who 
have neither yublic or-r_ilway 
lands adjoining their homesteads, 
they are allowed to pre-empt a 
quarter section at a distance, but 
residence upon it is necessary as 
well as cultivation, Where it can 
be found within nine miles of the 
‘| original homestead, residence on 
the pre-empted quarter section is 
not required. The pre~emptors 
of quarter sections not adjoining 
the homesteads are to reside on it 
for six months in each of the sub- 
sequent three years, cultivate fifty 
J acres and erect a house of the value 
of at least $3800 thereon, The 
ordinary right of second entry is 
well restricted to those settl rs who 
became entitled to patent for their 
first homesteads on or before the 
2nd of June, 1889. No reservation 
of land for railway construction, to 
promoters of the drainage works. 
or tu persons establishing schools 
of instruction for farming may 
now be made. The act has been 
prepared to facilitate the opening 
|up of the country and will probab
